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History of the Breed in Britain and America 


Among those that follow- 
ed the foundation herds we 
may mention first the Aboyne 
Castle herd, of the Marquis 
of Huntley who has been a 
constant patron of the breed, 
was the first president of the 
Polled Cattle Society, and a 
noted exhibitor. His Lord- 
ship, especially in his last 
herd, showed his good judg- 
ment in selec’ing and breeding the Saints, the foundress he obtained 
from the Bridend herd. We might mention Duff House where we 
find Lilas of Tillyfour and Young Viscount and other splendid speci- 
mens; Easter Tulloch, whence the Witches of Endor of Paris fame 
were originally derived; the Altyre herd of Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, that produced the Smithfield champions, must always be 
remembered with gratitude; Fyvie Castle and “Sir Maurice” and 
the herd of Mr. George Reid. The Baads were especially note- 
worthy. Castle Fraser we have mentioned; and Montbletton, Wes- 
tertown and Mulben. Mr. Smith’s herd at Powrie produced many 
attractive animals. Rothiemay was long noted and Kate of Glen- 
barry is a pleasant memory. Guisachan was a splendid herd full 
of choicest strains; Haughton came to the front wonderfully towards 
the latter part of its existence. The Johnstone herd, Waterside and 
Wellhouse, were strong in 
good blood—the former’s

The great herds at pres- 
ent include the Royal herd at 
Abergeldie Mains, founded by 
Her Majesty. the late Queen 
Victoria, who took a great in- 
terest in the breed. The herd, 
indeed, was formed soon after 
the visit was paid by Her 
Majesty to Tillyfour in 1868. 
It is strong in Prides and 
Saints, Ericas and Georginas. 
The herd has won the Family 
Prize at the Royal Northern 
and the female championship 
at the Highland Show of 1896. 

The Auchorachan herd of 
Col. George Smith Grant was 
one of the strongest in Ericas 
and Prides and old-fashioned 
strains. Record-making prices 
have been secured at its sales. 
It has been wonderfully suc- 
cessful in breeding champion 
showyard animals—we all re- 
member Young Bellona, 
Clement Stephenson’s Smith- 
field champion of 1887. It 
certainly has had a spectacu- 
lar history. It is still contin- 
ued in the Mains of Advie herd. The herd of Alexander and James 
Bedie, Banks, Strichen, produced two of Stephenson’s Smithfield 
champions, those of 1885 and 1894—Bridesmaid of Benton and Ben- 
ton Bride, respectively. 

The Collithie herd is still flourishing. The Conglass herd has 
certainly a record that is hard to beat—in the way of producing the 
sort of animals that advertises the breed in the best way—those 
prize steers that attract so much attention at Birmingham and 
Smithfield. Mr. Stephen supplied Mr. McCombie with a steer that 
won alongside the ox that captured the Prince Albert Cup at Poissy 
in 1862—and he was “heavier than Black Prince” of 1867. The 
Cortachy herd, of the Airlie family, progresses along the best lines; 
the former Earl having given the herd his personal attention, he 
and the late Earl of Southesk finding in each other a congenial sub- 
ject that led them to work in harmony. 

Mr. William Wilson at Coynachie and Drumfergue maintains 
perhaps the largest herd in Scotland—close to 200 animals. His 
Queen Mother of Drumfergue 7th was imported to this country 
where she had a noted showyard career and was sold for $3 000. 

The Cullen House herd of the Countess of Seafield (now dis- 
persed), was noted as another breeding herd that has produced a 
Birmingham and Smithfield champion, in 1908, from the family

The Portlethen seems stil 
to rank as the oldest herd in 
existence. The very names oi 
the animals one reads in the 
pedigrees have another cen- 
tury appearance and sound. 
In many ways the herd epi- 
tomizes the history of the 
breed. It traces beyond, 
through the herd of Mr. Wil 
liamson of Portlethen Main 
—another reminiscence of the 
name of St. John’s Wells—in- 
to the same century in which 
men of the same name were creating the solid foundation for the 
breed. The herd first appeared at the Highland Society’s Show at 
Aberdeen in 1834, when it won second for cows to another M. 
Walker—of the Fintray family. At the Centenary Show at Edix 
burgh, 1884, the herd then in possession of its present owner, Georg? 
J. Walker, was awarded a gold medal for a set of triplets, Asis 
Africa and America, daughters of Alexandrina (894). J. G. Walker 
states that the first bulls he can trace as used in the herd came from 
Wester Fintray and Fernflatt—associated with Panmure fame- 
that is, 1826 to 1836. The first “crack bull” was perhaps Banks of 
Dee, which was followed by the Andrews and Raglan for which the 
late Emperor Louis Napoleon offeerd $1,150 at the Paris Show 
1856; Fox Maule, a rare animal, in deed, and Palmertson, a straight 
descendant of the Wester Fintray herd. The first regular Herd 
Book of the stock was dated 1840, and one of the first animals sold 
to go of the country was a cow, Duchess, that went to America 
—in 3 

Like the Walkers of Wester Fintray, the Portlethen Walkers 
paid great attention to the milking qualities of the herd—keepig 
accurate records, as referred to in the chapter on Milking Qualities 
A study of the old sorts in Portlethen is as interesting as anything

Association Sends Out Letter to Membership

Rea sent out from the Chicago 

office this letter to members and 

the Journal is pleased to be able 
to supplement the letter with a 
report from the Secretary and 
the Treasurer. Sixteen _thous- 
ani eight hundred forty-six head 
of pure bred cattle accepted for — 
registry during the year and ninety-four 
‘steers were recorded. Six hundred six deaths 
of animals were reported. There has been 
complaint from many sections to the effect 
that there were no Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
selling and that there had been no demand 
during the year 1922, nevertheless the rec- 
ords show that there were a total of 11,628 
transfers made, which is evidence of a few 
cattle having changed hands: | 

“To the Members of the American Aberdeen- 

Angus Breeders’ Association: 

Our Annual Meeting was held December 
éth at the La Salle Hotel, Chicago, Tl. 

The report of the Secretary showed an in- 
crease of enrollment of new members of 66 
per cent as compared with the fiscal year of 
1921, and November, 1922, shows an increase 
of 200 per cent over November, 1921. 

The report of the Treasurer showed a 
cash balance of $6,784.30 and other assets 
amounting to over $50,000.00. The excess 
of receipts over expenditures amounted to 
$6,418.48, as compared with the Treasurer’s 
report of 1921, which showed an excess of 
expenditures over income of $14,518.76. In 
other words, the operations of the Associa- 
tion in 1922 were conducted $20,937.24 more 
economically than in 1921. 

The Directors elected were Theodore 
Nordstrom, Aurelia, Iowa; O. W. Simmons, 
Lebanon, Ind., and Carl A. Rosenfeld, Kelley, 
Iowa. J. W. Rea was elected President, 
Benjamin Campbell, Vice-President. Len H. 
Lamar, Treasurer, and Chas. Gray, Secre- 
tary, continue on their three-year contract 
which was put in force last year. 

The Committees are as follows: Execu- 
tive Committee: J. W. Rea, Benjamin Camp- 
bell, H. D. Miller, L. B. Canum, O. W. Sim- 
mons and Charles Gray. Proxy Committee; 
John D. Evans, H. J. Hess and J. D. Black- 
well. Editing Committee: Judge O. W. 
Whitelock, J. W. Rea and Chas. Gray. 

A resolution was offered by H. L. Hartley 
to create a committee for the purpose of 
drafting a delegate system of voting and to 
call a special meeting of the Association to 
adopt same. If adopted such a plan would 
deprive members of the Association of the 
privilege of vcting direct by proxy and would 
be illegal under the laws of Illinois. The 
resolution was tabled by a vote of 2215 to 
442, the proxies present voting on the mo- 
tion to table.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: eae 

I have just returned home with my show 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and am well 
satisfied with the results of the trip. I sold 
my senior yearling show bull to John E. Per- 
kins, of Deer Lodge, Montana, and my two 
year old heifer to G. Harvey Varnium, of 
Mabton, Washington. I received more pros- 
pects for bulls than I ever dreamed were in 
the northwest. I showed at the Midland 
Empire, Billings, Montana; Montana State 
Fair, Helena, Montana; Utah State Fair, 
Salt Lake City; Western Royal Live Stock 
Show, Spokane, Washington; and the Pacific 
International Live Stock Exposition at Port- 
land, Oregon. I secured in all sixteen sec- 
onds, fifty-four firsts, sixteen championships 
and eight Grand championships. 

A man showing Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
finds himself in a different situation from 
one showing either Herefords or Shorthorns. 
The latter two breeds are well known to all. 
Notwithstanding this fact their breed asso- 
ciations continue to push their claim thru 
well worded advertisements in all farm pa- 
pers. Breed representatives were on the 
ground to see that everything possible was 
done to advance their cause. What a dif- 
ferent state of facts confronts the Aberdeen- 
Angus showman. No farm papers herald 
the great superiority of the Angus. Their 
winnings in steer classes at Chicago Inter- 
national and other shows are not conspic- 
iously set forth in flaming advertisements. 
No association representative distributed 
breed literature for the Aberdeen-Angus. No 
representative of the breed to give out in- 
terviews to the farm papers and by so doing 
secure thousands of dollars worth of free 
advertising. Last but not. least at three of 
these shows, viz., Midland Empire, Montana 
State and Utah State the Aberdeen-Angus 
association did not encourage or assist the 
showman by adding to the fair premiums. 
At the Western Royal one hundred dollars 
was given by the Aberdeen-Angus associa- 
tion. The officers of the Western Royal, fol- 
lowing the lead as given them by the two 
associations gave the Shorthorns $1250 and 
the Aberdeen-Angus $401.00 and as a re- 
sult the Aberdeen-Angus that was awarded 
first money received the same amount as the 
Shorthorn that secured fourth money. 

The Aberdeen-Angus showman goes it 
alone from every standpoint. We show our 
cattle to the public, some of whom never 
saw or heard the word Aberdeen-Angus and 
the greater part of the balance know noth- 
ing of their merits. What a pity that the 
breed that has proven itself to be the great- 
est of all beef breeds should go to a State 
fair, in this great northwest range country 
unannounced and unknown. 

If an implement manufacturer had devel- 
oped and in competitive tests for twenty con- 
secutive years had conclusively demonstrated 
that his was the superior plow, you would 
expect to see that plow on 90 per cent of 
the farms of this country. But if you dis- 
covered that the plow, notwithstanding its 
proven superior qualities was to be found 
only occasionally you would at once. con- 
clude that there was something radically 
wrong with the selling end of that plow, that 
the publicity man had gone on a strike. 

The breeders of Aberdeen-Angus have pro 
duced the superior article. The Aberdeen- 
Angus steer is the plow, the winnings in all 
the shows demonstrate their worth. Car lots 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers range bred and 
raised have again and again won at Chicago, 
and elsewhere, vet this great range country 
is very sparsely dotted with the Aberdeen: 


Angus. Something is surely wrong with the 
publicity and selling department of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. 


I assert that if during the year 1923, $10,- 


000 in judicious advertisement were spent in . 


Montana there would be one thousand more 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls sold and that during 
the next ten years ten thousand more would 
be used. 


If you breeders have more demand for bulls 
than you can fill, this does not interest you 
in a financial way. If on the other hand you 
produce a few good big rugged fellows more 
than ready demand consumes this should in- 
terest you and deserves your earnest 
thought. Understand, I do not contend that 
the Aberdeen-Angus association should or 
should not take the initiative in a selling 
campaign. My only contention is that it 
should be made by some one. For the past 
few years the association has taken the po- 
sition of retrenchment and done very little 
for the advancement of the breed in the 
northwest. This may or may not be the prop- 
er attitude. If its attitude will cause sec- 
tional net state breeders to creat their own 
selling organizations, it may result in ulti- 
mate good. I say “sectional and not state” 
because there are not enough breeders in 
any one state of the northwest to accom- 
plish much. If the Aberdeen-Angus associa- 
tion persists in its policy of retrenchment, 
it is encumberent upon the active breeders to 
associate themselves together and develop 
their own sections. 


If the greater part of the breeders ‘vest of 

the Mississippi river would sort of pool a 
part of their range bull business, the results 
would be astonishing. 
_ We have developed the greatest beef breed 
in the world. Let us turn the ability shown 
in thus creating an unequalled breed toward 
finding and creating markets for our bulls 
and place the Aberdeen-Angus where it be- 
—— in the lead in numbers as well as qual- 
ity. 

I am desirous of hearing from those of 
you who annually produce males or females 
suitable far the northwest ranges with your 
ideas as to the best way to accomplish the 
desired results. Later, I will write the Jour- 
nal again setting forth the substance of 
opinions and will comment upon their prac- 
ticabilitv as applied to the northwest.—L. A.

The Doddies Triumph at 
Louisville, Kentucky 


Specia! to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 
Breeders and admirers of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed had just cause to feel proud when 
the Doddies took the big end of the prize 
money at the first annual fat stock show held 
by the Bourbon Stock Yards Co., of Louis- 
ville, Ky., on November 23d and 24th. This 
first effort for the fat cattle show in Ken- 
tucky far exceeded the anticipation of the 
Bourbon Siock Yards Co. ‘l'wenty-five car- 
loads of fat cattle and several loads of feed- 
ers were in the pens when the time for 
awarding the prizes came. The Aberdeen- 
Angus outnumbered.-its rival breeds in the 
individual steers and in the boys and girls 
exhibits. The heavy load of Aberdeen-An- 
gus that was awarded third prize in class 
was perhaps the popular favorite for cham- 
pion heavy load and grand champions. 


The boys and girls in Warren County 
(Kentucky) made a wise decision when they 
decided to feed Aberdeen-Angus calves for 
this show. They easily won their class and 
later were made the grand champion load 
of the show. The calves averaged 960 
pounds and were sold to the Vissman Pack- 
ing Co., of Louisville, Kentucky, for $15 per 
ewt. They were said to be the more uni- 
form load of well finished calves seen this 
year. The boys and girls had done a splen- 
did job of fitting them. Besides having 
them in good flesh their coats were as soft 
and glossy as could be. 

Not satisfied with winning the grand 
champion carload with Aberdeen-Angus ano- 
ther club boy from Lincoln county lead his 
junior yearling Doddie in to show for the 
grand champion honors of the show. This 
was regarded as the most difficult class of 
the show but the boy finally won out and was 
given the purple ribbon. His steer weighed 
1260 pounds and sold for $1 per pound to 
the Vissman Packing Co., Louisville. He 
had won $220 with the steer which made his 
net proceeds $1480. The grand champion 
load of Aberdeen-Angus sold for $15 per 
cwt. and went to the same buyer. The three 
full loads of Aberdeen-Angus averaged 
$13.42 per cwt. The 91 single steers sold 
for an average of $12.05 per cwt. 

More than 3000 people attended the show 
and sale and it was a great education for 
them. Few farmers in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee realized that well bred cattle proper- 
ly finished would command the premiums 
they do. They can easily see that such cattle 
as were on exhibition here are far more prof- 
itable than the ordinary grades and scrubs 
that are used to consume the grain produced 
on the Kentucky farms. They were told by 
the buyers that if they produced and sent 
to market such animals as they were selling 
then that they would not have to wait for a 
fat stock show to realize the high prices for 
their cattle. There is a small percentage of 
highly bred cattle coming to the markets 
and therefore not enough to supply the de- 
mands. 

The boys and girls who were members of 
the Baby Beef clubs showed the way to their 
parents and friends when they came to the 
best fat stock show ever held in Kentucky 
and won the champion single steer and the 
champion carlot prizes. These boys were 
able to do that because they selected pure 
bred and high grade calves to develop. Next 
they fed them properly. They were willing 
to take instructions from their county agents 
and the specialists from the college of agri- 
culture. Their winnings against the more 
experienced feeders and showmen was one 
of the main features of the show and they 
will be watched in the future. Practically 
every member who fed a calf made a nice 
profit. The calves were bought last spring 
for an average of about 8 cents per pound 
and sold for an average of twelve and three- 
querters cents per pound. They had a mar- 
gin of more than four cents and got average 
gains of 500 pounds. One hundred sixty- 
four of the boys and girls calves were in the 
show. 125 of the boys and girls were able 
to come to the show and exhibit their calves. 
The kids were treated royally by the Bour- 
bon Stock Yards Co. They were entertained 
for meals and given inspection trips through 
packing houses and flour mills and taken to 
the theatre. 

The judging was done by the cattle buyers 
representing the big packers of the country. 
The packers gave the sale good support, 
buyin some of the highest priced cattle sold. 
The Doddie winnings follow:

ABERDEEN-ANGUS CARCASS SCORE NOW 20-1; 
BREED ASSOCIATION SEND OUT THIS NEWS STORY. 


When seventeen International Live Stock Expositions had pass- 
ed into history, the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion started its “What’s Under the Hide—A 16-1 Story” slogan 
around which was written a leaflet setting forth the quality of beef 
bred into every Aberdeen-Angus animal whether a pure bred or a 
grade sired by a pure bred Doddie bull. Each year afterwards, as 
the International chalked up another carcass grand championship 
to the blacks, the number was raised a notch. Now it is “20-1,” 
the twenty-first show having for the twentieth consecutive time re- 
turned an Aberdeen-Angus carcass as grand champion. 

C. L. Taggart, of Washington, Pennsylvania, was the winner 
this year with what the judges, both of the on-foot class and the 
on-block class declared was about the best they ever saw. This 
is Mr. Taggart’s third grand champion, Squire Good winning in 
1907, and Crown in 1910. This practical breeder from the East has 
always been high up in these competitions in which the animals 
are lined up in the ring and judged alive by one judge and then are 
slaughtered and their beef passed upon by a second expert as they 
hang in the coolers of one of the big packing houses. Every year 
his Aberdeen-Angus steers are crowding the colleges for the honor, 
getting two firsts, three seconds, three thirds, four fourths and a 
fifth in classes that often numbered over fifty from the greatest 
agricultural colleges in the U. S. . 

Iowa State College won five times, Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege twice, University of Nebraska twice, University of Minnesota 
and Ohio State University once each, while four individual breeders 
from Illinois and Ohio have taken the honors once each.

cement of the death of Mr. John 
Gunat, formerly of Maines of Advie, will re- 
call many memories to the older race of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders. A matter of twenty 
ears ago no name was better known in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus circles, and no one held a 
higher position as a skilled judge of the 
breed. His old home at Mains of Advie was 
the headquarters of a famous herd of the va- 
riety. The original herd was almost entirely 
descended from one cow; it was character- 
ized by great concentration of blood; and its 
history reflected credit on the Ballindalloch 
herd, from which it was derived, and on 
which it was mainly built up. The herd was 
started by Mr. John Grant’s father, Mr. 
Charles Grant, at a time when it was doubt- 
ed whether, for a farm like Mains of Advie, 
situated at a high altitude, without much 
shelter, and in a late, cold, and inclement 
district, any breed except the shaggy High- 
landers could be reared with profit. Upper 
Speyside today has a confirmatory tale to 
relate, and Mr. Grant’s success in his enter- 
prize undoubtedly stimulated the breeding of 
Polled cattle in the district, and it is prob- 
able that to his efforts more than to any 
other circumstance may be ascribed the 
transformation that occurred in the class of 
stock found in the Grantown markets, which 
were resorted to for store cattle from many 
quarters of the North of Scotland. ‘In 1862 
Mr. Grant purchased a cow from the herd 
of Sir George Macpherson Grant at Ballin- 
dalloch. Few people then paid uch atten- 
tion to pedigree, and Mr. Gran. asked for 
no information regarding the animal acquir- 
ed by him, being quite satisfied that, coming 
from Ballindalloch, her breeding must be 
satisfactory, and that individually she was 
of more than ordinary merit. This cow was 
entered in the Herd Book as Old Rose of Ad- 
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Abortion Can Be Cured 


A Missouri man says, “Sure worked O. K. We 
had 3 cows that were making bag at 6 months. 
Am had we not 
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vie, calved 1859, bred by Sir George Mac- 
pherson Grant, sire Craigo, dam a pure Poll- 
ed cow. Craigo was by a bull bred at Bal- 
wyllo, and out of a cow bred at Keillor. When 
purchased, Old Rose was in calf to King 
Charles, bred at Kinnaird, a son of Druid of 
Kathleen. The produce in 1862 was Rose of 
Advie. In 1866 Rose was sent to Ballindal- 
loch and mated with the famous bull Trojan, 
a half-brother on the dam’s side to Pride of 
Aberdeen, being out of the Paris cow, Char- 
lotte, and got by Black Prince of Tillyfour. 
From this union came Dandy of Advie, which 
bred some wonderfully good stock. She was 
a massive cow, thickly-fleshed, well-haired, 
and short legged, and nearly all her calves 
were prize winners. It is hardly necessary 
to say that the Advie Roses bred from this 
strain have acquired much celebrity. One of 
the early bulls used in the herd was Elcho, 
bred at Ballindalloch. Elcho, who is re- 
nowned in the annals of the breed as a heif- 
er-getter, left more than sixty calves in the 
herd, and thoroughly stamped upon it the 
Ballindalloch characteristics. After serving 
at Advie for three years, he was sold back 
to his breeder, Sir George Macpherson Grant 
and subsequently went to the Glamis and 
Cortachy herds. There was also used El- 
cho’s sire, Juryman, which had been for 
some time in Forfarshire, and was bought 
at Lord Airlie’s sale in 1876 for £60. The 
selection of the sires that continued to be 
used showed a strong concentration of Erica 
and Queen blood, and scarcely less notewor- 
thy was the close relationship of the animals. 
The success of the system of breeding adop- 
ted by Mr. Charles Grant, and followed by 
his son, Mr. John Grant, was unquestionable. 
The herd figured prominently in the show- 
yards at Grantown, Inverness, Elgin, Keith 
and Dingwall, and frequently won prizes for 
groups, perhaps the best proof of the merit 
of a breeding stock, and members of the col- 
lection went into many herds of note. What 
was practically a dispersion took place in 
1882, when 42 head averaged £88 3s, cows 
alone averaging £118 17s 6d. For 28 des- 
cendants of Old Rose of Advie the average 
was £91. Among the prices for cows were 
235gs. by Mr. Wilken, Waterside, for May- 
flower of Advie 4th; 210 gs. by Col. Smith, 
Minmore, for Emily of Advie; 200 gs. for 
Judy of Advie by the Earl of Seafield; and 
225 gs. by Mr. Owen C. Wallis for the year- 
ling heifer May Queen. Mr. John Grant 
brought together another herd built largely 
on Erica blood, and, with his heifers especial- 
ly, he was very successful at the leading 
joint sales. In 1903 the herd was dispersed 
at an average of £46 18s, the cow Evasion 
going at 150 gs., and the yearling heifer Er- 
mina at 120gs., both to Mr. Calder, Ardar- 
gie. Practically since that time Mr. John 
Grant had lived in retirement.—Banffshire 
Journal, November 7, 1922.

of the existence of so many descendants of 
the herd. To show how the best things go- 
ing in the breed were noted by the breeders 
keeping their eyes open for the same, take 
Matilda Fox—dam of the dandy Fox Maule. 
She was bred by Bowie, Mains of Kelly, 
and was picked up by Mr. McCombie of Til- 
lyfour; from whom she was bought in 1857 
at the Bridend sale by the late Mr. Walker, 
to produce “one of the most renowned bulls 
of the breed,” Fox Maule, winner of the sen- 
ior honors at Dumfries in 1860. This inter- 
esting account of Portlethen may be round- 
ed out by reminding the reader that Luxury, 
the Smithfield champion, originated in a 
familv long noted in the herd.

While in the old Aberdeen-Angus districts 
of Scotland, pure bred herds have usually 
been kept up even when the estates have 
passed from one family to another and the 
old herds that made history from a quarter 
to a half century ago were dispersed, this is 
not always the case. The Ballindalloch herd 
of Sir George Macpherson Grant, the third 
generation of the line since Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding operations were laid on a modern 
scale to usher in the “Ballindalloch influ- 
ence” to change the breed the world over, is 
still the leader. A close second must be 
rated the Harviestoun herd of Mr. J. E. 
Kerr, whose scientific and practical breeding 
work evolved the “Juana Ericas” which won 
an unprecedented string of Highland cham- 
pionships with its females, and whose bulls 
have been tops and champions at Perth 
shows and sales so regularly in recent years. 
Bleaton, founded by Messrs. Marshall and 
Mitchell but a decade and a half ago, head- 
ed by Baron Beauford, sire of Etrurian of 
Blea‘on, double champion at the Royal and 
Highland shews for two successive years, 
takes rank close tehind these ‘wo. Doon- 
holm, breeder and developer of so many 
high-class females in recent years; Skilly- 
marno, where the late Mr. Chas. Penny gath- 
ered a carefully selected and high-priced 
herd that was turning out bull and female 
prize winners, Jnchgower, Mounthooly, Bal- 
lintomb, The Banks, Dundas Castle, Con- 
nage, Hat‘on Castle, Glenfarcles, The Dell, 
Mulben, Tillyrie, Auchterarder, Hayston, 
Dupplin Castle, Advie Mains and Carr- 
Bridge (both owned by Peter Grant), Aber- 
lour, Dalmeny, Morlich, Castlecraig, Kiner- 
mony, Dandaleith, Candacraig, Philorth and 
Careston Castle. In England, Maisemore, 
Stagenhoe, Claverdon Leys, Langshott, By- 
well, Morden House, Goodwood, Monks, Hor- 
ton, Conholt Park. and.
